It cannot be ig- 
nored, because the people, as the working of the Vol- 
stead law clarifies the significance of the issue, will 
not permit it to be ignored. It will always be an 
American issue, because it is bound up with the issue 
of liberty and with the preservation of American in- 
stitutions and will not be settled until it is settled 
right.
